Responsible for the Bomb-
Throwing in Chicago.

HE FANNED UP THE FLAME

“hat Burst Forth With More Force
Than He Ever Dreamed.

IT WAS S00N BEYOND CONTROL,

&nd Now He Is Working to Secure the
Pelease of the Men

WHO ARE BUFFERING FOR HIS FAULTS

SEPECIAL TRLECRAM TO THE DISPATCH.1

Bosron, March 18 —The man who was
really responsible for the great Anarchist
nprising in Chicago, in whick bomb-throw-
ing took such a prominent part, did not
suffer on the gallows or in prison for the
results of that movement. He is living in
Boston to-day. It was not generally known
what s prominent port in the councils of
the Anarchists he took, but to-day there is
no secret about it. He has confessed it in
his own words His name is Crawford
Staples Griffin, he lives in o small room just
back of an office ar §12 Washington street,
aud 18 engaged in advocating nationalism,
socialism snd kindred ideas. as much of the
titme as he oan spare. This is but three
months of the yvear, as he has to devote the
rest of the vear to the work of his trade,
(earpentering) to earn his livelihood.

He is a Yankee, being born in the town
of Stockton Springs, Me. Inacrowd of
1,000 men he would be the Iast man to be
picked out tor an Anarchist, He looks the
Yankee in every line of his rugged face,
apd is full of the colloquialisms of New
England.

An Interview With the Boss Aparchist.

I sat in his little room talking with him,
when be seid that he had beea slowly mak-
ing up hi= mind for some time that he onght
to tell the true history of the bomb-throw-
ing plot, if such it can be ealled after hear-
ing his tale,

“The publie believes,"” said be, ““that the
bomb was thrown as a part of a gigantic
plot.  Asor the general sunposition that
1t wag hatehed by foreigners, T have only to
sav that the parties to it were August Spies,
Albert R. Parsons and mysell™

As he sat there talking =0 coolly of the
thing which stirred the whole country T
made a mental photograph of the masz., He
i= butlt on the lines of a dray horse worker.
He hae big, hairy fists, keen hive eyes and
a long hooked nose. His mouth is hidden
br a tnwny mustache. In his room are a
bed, a desk and a little oil stove. On the
wall are erayon portraits of Ling, Spies and
I"arsons.

“This statement is important,” Le eon-
tinued, “to show that the plot was not of
toreign origin.  Parsons was born in the
South, but all hie ancestors, for 200 years,
were Now Englanders T wasalso of New
England origin, and Spies was the only one
of the trio that was born on foreign soil.

Griffin's First Queer Experience.

“In the fall of 1883 I went to Chicago
with the intention of entering a Jaw office.
One Sanday afternoon I strolled down to
the Lake front, snd for the first time heard
an Ansrchist, as they wore called. The
weeting was closed with the annonneement
that all were invited to meet with them at
their hall, 54 West Lake strect, West Side.
To my disgust I found that the papers next
merning spoke of the speakers asa lot of
blatant hoodlams, and this injustice inter-
ested my sympathices in their behalf Aec-
cordingly T went to some of their meetings
in the hall and got acquainted with Parsons,
Fielding and Spies, At the second meet-
ing I said that T did not see how a few men
in that dingy hall, where no decent people
would dare to come, could hope to accom-
plish anything.

“Spies asked me if T had any plen to sug-
: d 1 answered that I thought the best
thing to do wes to form ourselves intoa
committes to contrive plans for some more
defivite action and address the publie
ough the newspupers. Spies answered
t the papers would not print what we
to say and tha* the people would not
read it if they wonld. He said they had to
be stirred up before they would read any-
thing but prize fizhts and murder eases,

A Hevolutionary Starting Point Found,

1 resolved then and there that they
ehonld be stirred np i that was necessary.
Then 1 told them thut we had at least found
turting point. Knowing what the people
ld read we had got to furnish the proper
vending matter.  Before the Civil War Jefl
Davis suid that it needed just the spilling
of a little blood to fire the Sonthern heart,
anil it seemed to me that he had at least
advonced one idea that we had better keep
track of,

“Whea I made this little speech I had
formed no definite plan of action. -After
that we had livelier meetings and the re-
porters began to visit uwe -Mr. Spies tald
me that he thought that one of our regular
vizitors was s Piokerton detective. He
sucgeited seoret meetings 1 opposad this

idea from the platform in the presence of
the reporters, and said that we had the best
of the situation at any event. If false re-
ports were published the attention of the
public would be drmwn to onr apparent

\rir'ko-!n_—‘n_. and then we could explain our
real position.  If the papers told the trath
then our arguments would be published

gratis, and if they said nothing atall then

we conid 20 ahead and work out some of onr
rivate plans under a show of willing pub-
ieity.

Piang 10 Arooss the Publie,

“*At this time the paper called the A%amn
had begun to be published weekly, and our
line of aotion in astonnding and arousing
the public becare clear to me, One day I
mentioned the trazic outline of it to Mr
Spiex

“He deemed it unwise, even aniong anr-
selves, to talk it over plainly. I then
boldly broached the details of the plan to
Parfons, and told him Spies beld soch
views  Parsons waes -hfg'rreni man from
Spies, and falked it over boldly, He was
enger to learn all the dewils  In faet, he

was so eager that 1 found it necessarvy to
clhieck mysell a little, ns he believed T had
talked the whole matter over with Spies,
“You will see that it was not an essy
matter for the public 10 get at our actual
siot.  The plot propesed by me and adopred
in brief was thiss We claimed to be 2 part
of orgunized labor with due autharity 10 set
its principle before the world. We in-

tended by strikes, boyeotts and inflamma- |

struggle, and when the militia were called
out to meet them with dyuamite and five.

We quickly pushed this plan with
sneh vigor that the public began to fear the
outhreak at any moment. f conrse we
were in great danger of being lynebed.

A Scheme That Worked Perfectly.

“The worked to perfection. Every
labar lender of any consequence all over the
country was interviewed to know if we
reslly represented his views. In order for
the country to feel safe it bad 10 know the
plans and purposes of o ized labor, and

ther conld not rest till they found ont what |

the millien of laboring men who were
wegretly o ized mweant to It was
thus that we foreed the rrmmd 1o u;k ont and
wublish these purposes, and put the country
!n a mood to read 1.

““T'his was the sum and substanee of the
whole plot, and thedeinils werz worked in

mmini of any movement they ever made,
or of the connection of one demonstration
with auother, _

“We were well aware that any violence
committed anywhere an the country might
be charged to'us. It was very clear we
were staking the lives of so meny others,
and this frot no doubt led us to say so little
even to each other about the real issue,

It is doubtful if any one but Spies, Par-
sons and myself knew of thee nee of
the plot, I doubt if even to the day on
the gallows Parsons could have told what
the real plot was. .

The Influence of an Example.

h"l"w:u or t‘;l::e of tl;:;hl:mb:: to convinoe
the public that organ WAs prepar-
ing for a desperate onsiaught were as fol-
lows: In the Alarm was published a full se-
count of how to make dynamite, gun-cotton
caps and bombs, with a continusl run of
fiery editorisls. At all our meetings our
speeches were equally fiery. It was only
necessary to set the example, avd aspirants
not willing to be outdone would do them-
selves proud with violent uiterances,

*On one oceasion & man came to one of our
meetings from Hocking Valley to ask for
aid. He described the terrible suffering of
the miners'families locked out of their homes
and starving. In reply Isaid: ‘This man
wants us to give them some money so that
they can continue in their present condi-
tion, while the owners of the mines grow
fatand rich and laugh at their misery. No.
If you want money to buy dynamite to blow
their brains out, or blow up their property,
vou have come to sympathetio quarters’

“The papers published the gist of this

cech and tha sentiment of it was in the

ocking Valley within 24 hours. Inan few
days the country was startled by a series
of dynamite explosions in that valley,which
destroyved abont $1,000,000 worth of prop-
erty for the company. This may have been
wholly & coincidence and the explosions
planned months before,but it tended greatly
to convince the country that organi labor
was really #s dangerous and desperate as
we said it was, and we knew whereof we
spoke.

The Biack Filazr Demonstration.

“The black flag demonstration on Thanks-
giving Day, 188% really capped the climax.
The red flag means the same as the redin
all flags, ali of one blood. The black flag
mmeans mourning and death, but to the on-
lookers we tried to make the red meana
bloody onslaught and the black piracy.
For this oceasion I prepared a set of resolu-
tions that were unusnslly vicious They
were so revolutionary that Spies ohjected to
their being read, but I persisted. These
were reported in full and were put in as
evidence at the trial of the Auarchists

‘“You can judge of the charactier of my re-
marks at this meeting by this extraet which
I saved from the published report: ‘Do
vou see these five and eight-story buildings
all about vou full of food and clothing they
cannot sell because we cannot earn the
money to buy it? Do you see the to lets in
nearly every window beeanse we cannot get
the wages to hire? If we are men we
will unite, arm and take these things by
forer of arms, snd dvunamite all opposition.’

“You can be sure T left them pretty well
warmed up, Pareons took the stand next
and told them it was the system aond not in-
dividvals to blame for this condition. In
this way he cooled them down and then in-
troduneed Fielding, who entered into an ex-
planation of a favorite plan for solving the
problem. But the reporters reported my
resolutions and h and said not a word
abont Parsons and Fielding, leaving the
public to understand that we all talked
alike.

The Whole Country Stirred Up.

““T'o say that Chicago and the whole coun-
try were siirred up when they read the
papers the next morning would be to put it
miidly. There were open threats of lynch-
ing uod several policemen personally threat-
ened me, but I held my peace. 1 felt that
we had reached the climax of our desires
We at last had the ear of the nublic and
could unfold our real plans. It was now
time to begin to resson. Bui Spies had
gone farther than I. It was bere that we
began to drift apart. I believed the subject
should be kept reasonably warm, but he was
thoroughly wedded to the “red-hot” methad,
A few weeks after this I went to Kansas
lecturing and then took a run home to
Maine ta quiet the fears of my nts, and
especially my mother, who believed that I
was being led astray by alot of unprincipled
ruffians,

“1 was at home on the 4th of May when
the bomb was thrown. The State's Attor-
ney opened the trial of the men who were
arraigned for the bomb-throwing by sa,rInﬁ'
they were no more guilty than thousands o!
others, but he =aid he wanted the jury to
conviet them as an example to the rest to
the end that they might all 'be driven into
their holes like: rats” By reading to the
jury my ‘black flag’ resolution and varions
extracts from my speeches, and by provi
that Parsons was editor of the dlarm, an
that Fielding had made inflammatory re-
marks, cou Fed with Ling's bomb-making,
he wove all the prisoners together as bomb-
makers sud instigators against human life.

The Men Seiected to Saffer,

“These men suffer because the State’s At
torney selected them to suffer. He could
just as well have selected any one of the
500 others to take their places in the dock.
There wasn’t the lesst particle of evidence
that the bomb was thrown 8s & part of any

con‘:Rimy‘
““The Anarchist ‘plot’ was originated enle-
1y by me, to induce the press to publish and
#he masses to read our case, Punishing the
few for the sins of the many is martyrdom,
and the Chieago Anarchists have been and
three of them still are being martyred for
the many. .

“This is ten vears before I wanted to
speak and publish these facts, but there
seems no Way to get these men ont of prison
until the public knows the real eause of
their being there.™

Mr. Grifin intends to keep at work now
till he gets these men released. He is in en-
tire earncstness about it, and says he will
devote the rest of his life to the work. He
feels himeell to blame for the outcome. He
lighted a blaze which he thought he conld
control, but it got away Trom him and
others suffered the penaley.

That's What the Government Is Asked to
Aid by Building Dams

IN THE STREAMS OF CALIFORNIA

IEPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATON.\
W ASHTINGTOX, March 18. —The river and
harbor bill this year will undoubtedly con-
tain an item designed to increase the pro-
duction of gold in California. The connee-
tion between the bill in question and gold
mining is not at first apparent. The faots,
however, are that the courts, by their de-
gisions, have reduced the annual gold prod-
uct of California by about $10,000,000—a
loss of the yellow metal not encouraging at
a time when the demand is so grest that
Austria snd even Roumania are paying
premiums for gold to coin.
In Calitornia gold is obtained almost

wholly from asuriferous gravels by hy-.

drauliemining. But hydraulic mining neces-
sitates clogging the streams with debris to
the destruction of farming lands and the
mmpeding of navigation. The couris bave
eome to the rescue of the farmers at the ex-
pense of the miners, and now the Govern-
ment is asked to belp out the miners by the
roundabout way of navigation.
Dams to Keep Back the Debris.

The ition is to build dams to keep
back bris, thus allowing hydraulio
mining to be resumed without detriment
either to the farming lands or to navigation.
A cube of pure gold having "an edge of 14
feet wonld represent the total yield of the

auriferous gravels of California, and would
also be abont r of the addition
made to the world’s gold ly since the
beginning of the golden era in 1 In the

Sseramento Valley, in 1880, hydraulic min-
ing contributed to that stream a little less
than 39,000,000 eubie yards of debris, as

ainst 43,000,000 cubie ‘yards furnished by
the elements,

Unfortunately, the courts have no re-
strlinlnli power over nature's forces, and
hence the river and harbor bill is called
into action. It has been decided by com-
missions of United States army engineers
whose decisions it were heresy to dispute,
that if barriers some feet in height were
placed across the river beds, the slope of the
b!:.-d above would be re:fm:&d, nmie wil.l,:n‘ie
the t WEeT e Waler. e
deposits would iep:mmd and increased, and
the gravel and sand will 61l the river hed to
the crest of the dam and be graded back on
a slope,

Purpose of the Proposed Work.

In short, the engineers expect to be able
to accomplish in California what has been
accomplished in the Alps and Apennines,
where for three and a half centuries ex-
tensive works for restraining debris have
been deing their work. The purpose of the
proposed work is to restrain sand and
gravel, and not to 1mpound water, so that
there is small danger of the disaster from
breaking.

The s are masses of large rubble
stone, or are built of brush and stone, as oe-
casion may require. They are less costly
than d ing, the eslimate for the first
year's work in the Yuba, Bear and Ameri-
can rivers being only $511,600. The result
of snch work is estimated at $8,940,000 of
additional gold anannally, the basis being a
yield of 30 cents per enbic yard. Add to it
the Southern California rivers and the Up-
per Bacramento river, and the annual total
could be raised to $11,335,492. The amount
of auriierous gravel reminini:n be worked
in California 1s estimated to eapable of

roducing $552,665,000, a sum equal to more
han one-ninth of the entire gold produet ol
the world since 1848, .
Estimated Cost of the Work.

The total ocost of the projected dams is
F“ at 7,500,000, and it is provided that the
ydraulic mines benefited by the restrain-
ing works shall pay the Government a tax 3
l:er cent of the gross ountput, which, in the
ong run, would amount to double the cost
of the works,

The California people are very serious in
their endeavors to have Congress begin at
once the work of constructing the necessary
dams, and to this end have held conventions
and passed resolutions which are now being
brought to bear upon the Commerce Com-
mittee of the Benate and the River and
Harbor Committee of the House. Without
such aid hydraulic mining must cease en-
tirely; with that aid, the now depopulated
camps would be filled sgain, and the world’s
8 of gold would be largely increased.

VOTES FOR JUDGE WOODS.

Five Republican Sonators Unpalired and
Who Didn't Cast Their Ballots for His
Confirmation—The Testimony in the
Case Most Voluminouns,

WasHINGTON, March 18 —The Senate
spent some time in executive session this
afternoon in consideration of the pending
treaty by the terms of which the claims ot
the Venezuela Steamship Company against
the Government of Venesuela for es
caused by the illegal seizure of their vessels
during the revolutionary movement some
years ago is to be settled hy arbitration.
No sction was taken in the matter by the
Senate.

There was also a renewal of the diseussion
which has beem bad during the recent
executive sessioms upon the proposition to
scquaint the public with the nature of the
charges made against Judge Woods and
the proceedings of the Senate while con-
gidering the nomipation. It was decided
that the testimony taken by the Judiciary
Committee should be made public, as weil
as the vote by which the nomination was
confirmed.

FRIGHTFUL SACRIFICES

Offered by a Religious Maniae, Who Was
Released From the Asylum Too Seon—
He Brains His Entire Fumily With a
Fiat Iron—The Verdiot,

8Ax Fraxcisco, March 18, —The steam-
ship Mopowai, which arrived to-day 25 days
from Sydney, Auvstralia, and 7 days from
Honolulu, brought news that Taurangs,
Auckland, was thrown into excitement
February 9, owing to the murder of his wife
and four little children by Duncan Munro,
stepson of James Bodell, late Mayor of that
town,

Munro had been an inmate of an insane
asvlum about three years ago, being afflicted
with religious mania. He had recently
been acting strangely and ta.lkinil of offer-
ing sacrifices to the DMost High, but
his relatives feared mno harm from
him. On the night of February 8 Munro's
brother spent some hours with the family
before taking leave. When & milkman
called at the house in the morning he was
unable to arouse the family. He opened the
kitchen door and found g[rs. Muuro and
the eldest boy, O years old, on the floar ina
pool of blood, their heads being battered in.
The milkman saw Munro on the beach at
the back of the house attired only in nignt
clothes. The police were ealled and Mun-
ro secured. il

Under the victims were found a flat-iron
and rolling pin covered with blood. In the
front bedroom the bodies of the two litile
bovs, 3 and 5 vears old respectively, were
found in bed with their heads crushed, and
in & cot near by an infant daughter also lay
dead with her skull beaten in. All the
victims were alive when found, but soon
died, with the exeeption of the youngest
boy who may recover. The jury at the in-
quest found a verdict of wilful murder, and
also that Munro should not have been re-
leased from the asylum, :

CLEVER FRENCH CONVICTS.

They Conspire to Forge, and Almost Secare
a Big Sum of Money.

8ax Fraxcisco, March 18.—When the
steathship Monowai left Sydney two out of
the three escapers from the French penal
settlement at New Caledonia had just been
arrested.

ALMOST ATE THE CAPTAIN

Aftor Devouring Every Scrap of His Dog—
Terrible Safferfngs of a Storm-Tossed
Ship—Blown Oat of Sight of Land on
Two Occasions,

ProvINCcETOWS, MAss, March 18, —Let-
ters from Captain MceRitehlie, of the overdua
schooner Winnte Laurie, reports her ar-
rival at Tarpaulin Cove March 11, from
Gonaives, after a terrible passage of 60
days. Captain McRitechie cays:

“Five weeks ago I was in sight of land off
the Delaware, and thres wesks was off
New York, buteach time was blown to Ber-
muda. The last time I was blown nesrly to

the Grand Banks of New Found-
land,  tearing and  splitting  all
my sails In one gale my big

boat and 50 tons of logwond were swept
away, and the deckhouses and water tanks
stove to pieces, taking all our water, excent
the casks that we had between decks. We
got all out of provisions four weoks ago
and nearly starved, all the vessels we met
being nearly as budly off as we were in the
provision line. ¥

*“My sailors got erazed with fever and
hunger, and planned to eat one of their
number, The last thing they got hold of
was my dog, eating every serap of him, and
threatened to eat me the next day. I had
my side arms loaded for business, but the
next day we came across the schooner An-
drew Adams and obtained some food, and &
few days later we struck a steamer bound
for Denmark and obtained another small
supply. We caught some water during a
rni.n storm and managed to get along. T ex-
perienced more hardships this voyage than
in all my life."*
